How  to  Grow  and  Gare  for  Dahlias 

The  dahlia  is  one  pf  the  easiest  of  all  flowers  to  grow, 
but  like  children  they  must  be  given  care.  If  possible 
plant  in  an  open  sunny  location.  Prepare  the  soil  by  dig- 
ging deep,  at  least  twelve  to  eighteen  inches.  The  use  of  a 
fertilizer  all  depends  on  the  condition  of  your  soil  and  how 
you  grow  them.  Lay  the  tuber  flat  on  its  side.  Keep  the 
soil  loose  by  frequent  hoeing,  being  careful  not  to  go  too 
deep,  to  injure  the  roots.  Only  allow  one  or  two  shoots 
to  remain  on  the  plant.  When  plants  are  high  enough  tie 
to  a strong  stake.  By  keeping  a cup,  or  trench,  around  the 
plant  it  will  retain  the  moisture  and  will  not  require  as 
much  watering.
